Improve energy codes to make way for new technologies and better
practices (R&D)

Help states easily adopt, implement, and enforce improved code
= Tool development (Implementation)
= Assistance and support (Deployment)
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Technical Target

» DOE Joule target (internal performance metric) of
1% to 2% per year improvement in energy codes

Translates to 3% to 6% per code change cycle for the
three-year cycle used for ASHRAE Standard 90.1.
